“ My opinion,” Jackson stated,

with this act in every respect.” 


In another legal opinion, Jack­ 
son upheld Mutual of Omaha in 
denying benefits to the daughter 
of a Fairless Hills resident who 
was injured on school property. 


Pennsbury students were cov­ 
ered by accident policies issued 
by that company at that time. 


Mutual refused to pay nearly 
$900 to Linda Chokey, daughter 
of John Chokey of 823 Trenton 
Road because the expenses were 
incurred after the insurance con­ 
tract had expired. 


Chokey based his claim on the 
fact that his daughter was in­ 
jured during the term of the con­ 
tract. But Jackson felt the policy 
was clear in stating it would pay 
only the expenses actually incur­ 
red within the 52-week policy pe* 
riod. 


Samuel Snipes, attorney for the 
Chokeys, has indicated

of negligence.

The Delaware River Joint Toll 
Bridge Commission, with head­ 
quarters in Morrisville, has an­ 
nounced plans to build a new 
bridge above New Hope. 
An aerial photo, showing the 
site of the bridge, was released 
today by 
William 
R. 
Johnson, 
acting executive director. 
The proposed New Hope - Lam­ 
bertville Bridge would be locat­ 
ed over the Delaware 2,000 feet 
north of the New Hope borough 
line and 1,100 feet north of the 
Alexauken Creek where it flows 
into the river. 
North of Present Span 
Johnson said the bridge is 5,- 
600 feet north of the present old 
bridge. The over-all length of I,* 
770 feet for the new bridge is 
governed by the canal on this 
side and the Pennsylvania RR on 
the Jersey side, he said. 
A preliminary engineering, traf­ 
fic and revenue report has been 
submitted to the commission by 
its consulting engineers, Micllael 
Baker Jr. Inc. 
The commission has requested 
Chester L. Errico, a member of 
the commission 
from 
Stockton, 
N.J., to coordinate the schedule 
of hearings and conferences on 
the bridge with Johnson, a native

The bridge would span the river 
at a right angle crossing, John­ 
son said. The bridge deck would 
be reinforced concrete with an
